J. HAM. LEWIS IS 
TO QUIT OFFICE. 


Mayor Dunne Learns That He 
Must Secure Another Cor- 
poration Counsel by 
End of Year. 


COLONEL RESIGNSIN HUFF 


James, Hamilton Lewis, corporation 
counsel, is to quit the service of the city 
Jan. 1, if not sooner. 

“TI say Jan. 1,’’ explained Col. Lewis, “‘ be- 
cause in my talk with the mayor I said the 
first of the year, and that naturally means 
New Year’s day, but no absolute date was 
fixed.” 

The resignation was not written out. It 
was a verbal statement made to the mayor 
by Col. Lewis during a heated debate, but 
both understand that, in the vernacular of 
the street, “it goes.” 

Col. Lewis has no Tiea of withdrawing it, 
and the mayor is now looking for another 
corporation counsel. 

It all happened last Wednesday, when the 
mayor was explaining to the corporation 
counsel that certain appointments ought to 
be made in his office. Col. Lewis replied that 
he had an offer of a law partnership which 
he was thinking favorably of, and if the 
mayor wanted the appointments made it 
perhaps would be better to get another cor- 
poration counsel to make them. So it was 
agreed that after the first of the year an- 
ether one would be appointed. 

Finds Mortgage on Office. 

‘‘T never really wanted this office,’ said 
Col. Lewis last evening. ‘‘ The understand- 
ing was that 8. S. Gregory was to have it, 
but, he declined. I took it with the idea that 
perhaps I could through it overcome the 
unfortunate reputation which comes to every 
lawyer who makes too many public speeches. 

‘“T had hardly taken it, however, before I 
found it was mortgaged. It was proposed 
that Daniel L. Cruice be put in as my first 
assistant in place of Mr. Sexton. Now, I 
have no objection to Mr. Cruice. He is an 
estimable gentleman and I think a good 
lawyer, but at the same time he has not 
that knowledge of the laws and ordinances 
of the city of Chicago and the ways and man- 
ners of the city hall which a man in the 
position named shoulud have. Other ap- 
pointments of the same kind were sug- 
gested. 

Darrow Too Much in Evidence. 

“Mr. Darrow was appointed as counsel! in 
charge of the traction question. It may be 
on account of Mr. Darrow’s peculiar tem- 
perament, but he has seemed to think he 
was in charge of the office. Other matters 
have come up which made the position irk- 
some, to say the least. My intention was to 
get out of it on Oct. 1, but circumstances arose 
which prevented. 

“ The other day, however, the mayorand I 
had a talk in which the manner in which 
the office was to be conducted came up, and 
I told him as forcibly as I was able that I did 
not see how I could remain in the place after 
the first of the year. I told him I was blamed 
for things for which I was not responsible, 
and that I was unable to keep the office up 
to the standard which I had set.’ 


“Soft Answer” for a Pastor. 

In answer to the letter of the Rev. W. A. 
Bartlett of the First Congregational church, 
which asserted that the statement of the 
corporation counsel as to the fire conditions 
of the church was a “ fabrication from be- 
ginning to end,”’ Col. Lewis said: 

“TY received a letter from Dr, Rartlett and 
I noted it was evidently. written in temper 
and called names. I then recalled that the 
scripture says, ‘A soft answer turneth away 
wrath.’ and so I replied witha soft answer. 

“Now as to any other feature of the 
doctor’s interrogation, surely no gentleman 
could expect me to recognize any question 
that made my own veracity a subject of dis-

BUGS DRIVE OUT. BIOLOGIST. 


Pupils’ Enthusiasm in Furnishing 
Specimens Leads to Professor’s Re- 
treat from Home and State. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Oct. 30.—[Special. Jj— 
Dr. Charles W. Ballard, professor of science 
in the high school, has fied from the state, 
but has left behind him in his apartment a 
collection of insects that will keep profes- 
sional exterminators busy for a week. 

The insects were forced on Dr. Ballard.

The czar’s concession comes unwillingly.

The czar’s manifesto is complete enough 
in promises. All ordinary political liberties 
and a genuine representative government by 
a national legislature are granted.

Cossacks Dumfounded by Sudden 
Change in Temper of the

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 81, 3:15 a. m.—

Officers of the municipality during the even- 
ing sent the following telegram to the czar: 
“The municipality of St. Petersburg wel- 
comes with delight the longed for tidings of 
freedom. Relying on a bright, great future 
for our fatherland, hurrah for the emperor 
and a free people.” 

Crowds Fill the Streets. 

The news that the czar had granted liberty 
to the people reached the educated masses of 
St. Petersburg late in the evening, and im- 
mediately there Was a great outpouring into. 
‘the streets, the Nevsky prospect attracting 
the greatest crowds. 
The celebration was still ni progress at 8 
o'clock this morning in many streets of the 
city, where the crowds are singing the na- 
tional hymn, cheering for the emperor, and 
shouting themselves hoarse. 
The restaurants and cafés were closed at 2 
o'clock a. m., disgorging their crowds, which 
had been drinking and making merry for 
hours around the tables, to augment the dem- 
onstration in the thoroughfares. 


Cossacks Are Dumfounded. 
The Cossack patrols were utterly discom- 


fited and confounded, and were wholly ata 
loss to understand the meaning of the dem- 
onstration or why the crowds were singing 
“ God Save the Emperor,”’ Russia's national 
anthem, instead of the “ Marseillaise.”’ 

The people displayed the utmost good hu- 


mor towards the Cossacks. They surrounded | 


their horses and patted their perplexed rid- 
ers on the boots, shouting: 

“You can go home now. We no longer 
need you. We have liberty.” 

Then they bade the Cossacks toss their caps 
in honor of the constitution. After 2 o'clock 
the patrols were withdrawn from the streets, 
which were left in charge of the ordinary 
night force of policemen. ’ 


Cheers for the Czar. 
Soon after midnight a crowd of several 


hundred gathered in the great square before 
the winter palace and sang a chant from 
the church liturgy, addressed to the 
peror, and the national anthem. and finished 
with rousing cheers for his majesty and the 
imperial family. 

Then they marched to the barracks of the 
Preobrajensk guards and demanded the regi- 
mental band lead the procession.

| ANARCHY RULES MANY CITIES. 


Troops Fire on People in Reval and 
Riga—Panic at Warsaw, Odessa, 
and Lodz. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 31, 1 a. m.—News 
comes from Reval of a frightful clash be- 
tween the revolutionaries and the troops, in 
which Cossacks are reported to have fired 
into crowds of people repeatedly, killing or 
wounding hundreds. Details of the battle 
are not yet at hand. 

At Riga yesterday there were many clashes 
between the police and the people, in which 
many are reported to have been killed or 
wounded. 

Anarchy at Odessa. 

ODESSA, Oct. 30.—It is impossible to fix 
even approximately the number of Sunday's 
victims. The officials in charge of the hos- 


pitals, cemeteries, and lockups are strictly 
forbidden to give the slightest information 
The dead and wounded, whose numbers must 
be considerable, have been removed by the 
police and hidden out of sight of inquirers. 

The infantry, of whose loyalty the authori- 
ties are doubtful, is kept in barracks, and the 
Cossacks and gendarmes, who show no dis- 
inclination to shoot down people on sight, 
are left to deal with the crowds. 

At one barricaded corner yesterday a stu- 
dent, on the appearance of the Cossacks, 
mounted the barricade and appealed to them 
to join the people instead of killing their 
brothers, who were Struggling for the free- 
dom of theircommon country. The Cossacks 
answered with four volleys, killing nine and 
wounding about forty persons. 


Chaos at Warsaw. 


WARSAW, Russian Poland, Oct. 30.—The 
excitement in the streets shows no signs of 
abating. Every now and then the crowds 
overturn @ street car with the object of stop- 
ping traffic, but no serious conflicts have thus 
far occurred, 

The police are trying to induce, the shop- 
keepers to reopen their shops, threatening 
to fine them if they do not do so,’but the 
merchants are between two fires, since the 
socialists promise to smash their windows if 
the shutters are taken down. 

All the banks and factories, and most of the 
business houses here are closed.

They stood the siege until Sunday evening, 
when, after negotiations, the entire body, 
numbering several thousands, of whom only 
one-third were students, marched out with 
the rector and assistant prefect in front of 
them and under the escort of dragoons, who 
kept off the black gang until it was deemed 
the crowd was far enough away to disperse 
in safety to their homes. 


Conflict Near Town Hall. « 

Meanwhile there Was an unprovoked con- 
flict near the town hall, the dragoons saber- 
ing the crowd. Many were injured, but none 
was killed. The mounted patrols had orders 
to disperse any gathering. Consequently 
they attacked at sight any assemblage in 
any part of the city. 

An appeal to the workmen on the score of 
the city’s health resulted in the city being 
supplied with water from the water works 
Sunday morning.

Through it all the black 
gang worked unmolested by the military 
or police. Every student caught was beaten 
until he was half dead. Any decently dressed 
member of the public who ventured to inter- 
met the same fate. 


Priests Refuse to Preach. 

A sermon was printed and distributed, 
without the authority of the metropolitan 
but bearing his name, openly summoning 
the black gang to act’ against the rebels. 
This sermon was preached in some of the 
churches. Men who protested against using 
God's house for such appeals were thrust 
out. Several were severely beaten and one 
was killed. ‘Many priesta refused to preach 
the sermon. 

The monarchists planned to summon their 
supporters to assemble in the churches and 
arm against the rebels, but the metropolitan 
refused to allow the churches to be used 
for this purpose. The Kremlin is entirely 
closed. 

Popular rumor says two regiments have 
been disarmed and placed under arrest 
there for refusing to fire into the crowd. 
Artillery was ostentatiously brought past 
the university yesterday, where an enormous 
force of all arms was assémbled, including 
Maxim guns, but there was no shooting any- 
where in the center of the town.

10 0 SAVE THRONE? 


Grant of Constitution Regard- 
ed in Washington as Only 
Course Possible. 


MAY NOT CHECK VIOLENCE 


People Are Suspicious of Imperial 
Promises; Will Wait to 
Study Reforms. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 80.—[Special.}]—In 
granting a constitution to Russia and in 
naming count de Witte as premier of a con- 
stitutional cabinet formed on the British 
model, Czar Nicholas has taken the only 
course possible to save his throne for the 
Romanoff dynasty. There is not a dissentient 
opinion on this point among Russian diplo- 
mats and others In Washington who know 
the situation in the Slav empire. 

The question that is now being asked is, 
will the granting of a constitution at this late 
hour satisfy the Gikerent parties in the 
empire? 

The Russian people have become suspicious, 
and with good reason, of all imperial prom- 
ises. The emperor has issued decrees de- 
signed to improve the government, and by 
subsequent action or by the act of some 
official/of the bureaucracy the reform has 
been pullified. In consequence of the general 
discontent prevailing throughout the em- 
pire, which has found expression in riots and 
in the mutiny of the Black sea fleet, his 
majesty was constrained in August to au- 
thorize the formation of the so-called parlia- 
mentary body known as the “ douma.” But 
when any intelligent Russian examined the 
imperial decrees in regard to the electorate 
and the powers of the douma, it wae found 
that absolutely no concession of value in the 
way of self-government had been made. The 
emperor cannot afford to make this blunder 


again. 
May Not Satisfy People. 

As it is, the promulgation of the constitu- 
tion will not be satisfactory to a large per- 
centage of his people. The revolutionary par- 
ty will not approve. It has sought always 
the annihilation of the Romanoff dynasty 
with the autocracy. The events of the last 
year have forced many of the liberal party 
into the camp of the radicals, though they 
have continued to call themselves liberals. 

Finland has had as its one idea separation 
from Russia. A revolutionary committee has 
divided that country into sections and placed 
responsible chiefs ineach. Arms and ammu- 
nition have been imported from Sweden, Ger- 
many, and England, clandestinely, of course, 
and it has been the general expectation that 
the Finns would take advantage of the home 
troubles of the Russian government and its 
inability to send troops into their land. 

Poland is a smoldering volcano, and Rus- 
sia has maintained her rule there only by 
force. Poland still wants independence, and 
it is not at ai ikely that the restricted rights» 
which will be*given to the Poles as weil as to 
the Finns will satisfy the aspiration of either 
people. 

More Liberty for Jews. 

Count de Witte, too, is alive to the im- 
portance of the Jewish question, both in- 
ternally and externally. He promised here 
and he has reiterated his promise in St, 
Petersburg, that he would use his influence 
to ameliorate their condition But Count 
de Witte has stated that this reform must 
come slowly. It is fortunate for the Jews 
that the liberals understand their terrible 
plight and are in favor of granting extensive 
rightstothem. It-is understood here that the 
first important act of the constitutional 
douma after ‘its organization will be the en- 
actment of a measure fixing a new and a bet- 

ter status for the Jewish population. In this 
legislation the Jews will participate through 
their representatives, as it is proposed to 
give restricted suffrage to this race as well 
as to the Poles, Finns, and other races, 

In undertaking to launch Russia upon the 
way of constitutional government, Count de 
Witte has considered, no doubt, the extent 
to which he may rely upon the people for 
support. One who comes in contact for any 
length of time with the new Russian prime 
minister is struck by the fact he is more of 
a politician than a statesman or a diplomat. 
Hie needs all the political sagacity of which 
he is possessed successfully to do the task 
given him. His work at Portsmouth pleased 
few ia Russia. He made peace, but he made 
enemies of the influential war party. He 
accepted honors from the autocracy and thus 
angered the liberals and the revolutionaries. 


Thinks De Witte Will Succeed. 


One prominent Russian said tonight that he 
is confident De Witte will succeed.

The promulgation of a constitu- 
tion will be accepted as a sign of weakness 
on the part of the emperor, and if it is not 
regarded as sufficiently liberal the radicals 
and probably the liberals, too, will renew 
their threats in the hope of securing further 
concessions. Much depends upon the cabinet 
that Count de Witte forms and the character 
of the policy which it inaugurates. If hun- 
dreds of political prisoners are freed, if free- 
dom of the press, the immunity of the indi- 
vidual from arbitrary arrest, the removal 
of martial law, and religious liberty be ac- 
corded—if all these things are granted at once 
as a result of the constitutional order of the 
emperor, 
that freedom has at last come to them, and 


turbed the empire for so long. 

“ There is still danger in the eituation in 
consequence of the terrible famine conditions 
which exist in many provinces. The govern- 
ment only recently authorized the expendi- 
ture of $15,000,000 for the purchase of wheat 
and other food supplies for use in ten prov- 
inces. The crops have failed in many parts 
of the empire. The starving: man never 
blames himself. He cannot blame God. So 
he blames the government. 

“There is danger of famine in St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow. The strikers have been 
receiving a small sum, about fifteen cents 
per und from the revolutionary committees. 
Theicost of food has risen. It is this condi- 
tion which confronts Count de Witte at the 
outset of his work.”’

Just What the Play Is. 


The play, in fact, is little more than the 
dramatization of a tract of the social evil, 
with much socialistic discussion of the right 
of women to labor and be paid living wages. 
Mrs. Warren, a woman born of the slums, 
has preferred affluence as the manager of a 
syndicate operating ‘‘ private hotels” from 
Brussels to Budapest, to poisoning, paraly- 
sis, and death, as an operative in a white 
iead factory, and when her daughter, edu- 
cated in innocence, arrives at an age to as 
leading questions, she defends her “ profes- 
sion”’ with arguments which might have 
been, and perhaps were, derived from the 
eocialistic and materialistic Herr Bebel. 


Daughter Falls in Love. 


Incidentally, the girl has fallen in love 
with one Frank Gardner, the worthless son 
of a beneficed clergyman of the Church of 
England, and is entreated in marriage by her 
mother’s business partner, a played out roué 
of a baronet who, it seems, enjoys eminent 
social respectability. It transpires that in 
consequence of Frank’s father’s youthful 
oats [which he still feels at times in his 
clerical age, for, like all socialists, Shaw is 
hard on respectability] the lovers are half 
brother and sister, and so cannot marry—a 
fact which, as it seems, causes little pertur- 
bation to anybody on any score. 


Is It “Decent?”’ 


The tedious, inevitable question: should the 
performance be allowed? Morality, it is said, 
in a matter of geography. But boundaries 
shiftrapidly. By all Victorian standards, the 
piece is impossible. Yet such a play was not 
dreamed of the philosophy of the past gen- 
eration. 

Certainly there is nothing in the law as 
lately quoted to warrant its suppression. It 
does not “ outrage ’”’ any decent “ decency ”’ 
nor any humane ‘“ humanity.” The worst 
thing about it is the atmosphere of salacious 
expectation, which the self-appointed moral- 
ists have conjured out of nothing. 

In England it was made impossible by the 
mandate of the censor, who dictates the fate 
of the drama of free born Englishmem. In 
Germany the intellectual liberty of the sub- 
jects of a reputedly tyrannous kaiser is such 
that it was performed without noise for the 
few who cared to see it. In America we 
suffer. the bad results of beth systems. The 
play, as it seems, cannot be stopped and gets 
a prominence it does not deserve. 


Essentially Is Bad Art. 


Its real offense is one not contemplated by 
the law. The play is essentially bad art. 
Superficially, it is true, it has a liberal meas- 
ure of Shaw’s theatrical expertness and all of 
his intellectual acumen. There are one or 
two intensely theatric moments and much 
laughable comedy, verging on farce. 

When Shaw has any theme deeply vital he 
is the last man in the world to make us com- 
prehend it, and his humanities are least of 
all human. When Ibsen takes us into the 
sinks of society, as in ‘** Ghosts.’ he does go 
with a vigor of conviction and a depth of 
essential moral understanding which makes 
one proof against contamination. When 
Maeterlinck champions free love, as in 
**Monna Vanna,”’ it is with poetic divination 
and unaffected spiritual power. 

But Shaw is neither an Ibsen nora Maeter- 
linck. At best he gives us the specious 
rationality and the cart tail brilliance of the 
performing socialist. 


Only Buffoonery; No Depth. 


Light without warmth is what he deals in. 
He is a buffoon of ideas. And when in the 
practiee of his trade as a dramatist he is 
brought face to face with simple affection 
and passion all he is capable of is a grinning 
malice, that causes at most a hollow cachi- 
nation. 

Mrs. Warren’s love for her daughter is a 
matter of theatric sentimentality of which 
she herself is more than half conscious. In 
the end she leaves the girl coldly rather than 
give up her profitable and enjoyable “ pro- 
fession.”’ 

Aad Vivie, in the moment in which she 
learns the truth as to her mother’s life, is so 
little revolted that she discusses the ease 
coldly, and in. the end justifies her mother. 
Young Gardner is the conventional youth of 
Shawdom, silly in his love and otherwise 
flippant. He provokes laughter by his antics, 
but it is the laughter of the broad farce. The 
whole play grins at one like the skull in a 
disinterred coffin. 


Some Dramatic Misfits. 

The young heroine, Miss Chrystal Herne, is 
pretty and sincere, but lacks decision and 
snap. This mathematical wrangler, who 
smokes cigars, should be as hard as nails. 

Mr. Daly, as young Gardner, is light and 
vivacious. Fred Tyler, as Mre. Warren’s pro- 
fessional partner, is convincingly dogged and 
brutal, and George Farren, as Praed, the one 
decent character in the piece, is capably sym- 
pathetic. Mr. Findlay, as the beneficed cler- 
gyman of ‘variegated past, is capable as he 
always is. 

Miss Mary Shaw, in the title réle, has an 
elocutional directness and force that fecall 
the power of her Mrs. Alving-in * -Ghosts,”’ 


but she makes the mistake of plcvine the 
part from the outset in too Cockney i key. 
This woman, as Shaw conceived her. has 


rubbed off some of the extenal polish of the 
men she has associated with. Whenin her 
anger at her daughter she should relapse into 
a vernacular of the:slums no effective con- 
trast is possible. As a whole, the cast its 
capable and undistinguished. On its own 
merits in short, both play and performance 
soon exhaust its public. 


Revolting and Inhuman. 

It is revolting in theme and inhuman in 
treatment; but what's the use? As the wood 
pussy remarked to the automobile, New York 
is already on speaking terms with the un- 
speakable. The polecat is out of the bag. 

Two speeches reveal the whole tenor of the 
piece. Vivian asks: ‘ Mother, suppose we 
were both as poor as you were in those 
wretched old days. Are you girls sure that 
you would not advise me to try the Waterloo 
bar, or marry a laborer, or even go into the 


factory?” 
Mrs. Warren indignantly replies: ‘“ Of 
course not. What kind of a mother do you 


take me for? How could you keep your 
self-respect in such starvation andslavery? 
And what's a woman worth? What's life 
worth without self-respect? 

‘The only way for a woman to provide for 
herself decently is to be good to some man 
that can afford to be good to her.”’ 

In the last act, when Mrs. Warren is taking 
leave of ber daughter forever, she says: 

‘* Prom this time forth, so help me heaven 
in my last hour! I'll do wrong and nothing 
but wrong, and I'M prosper by it!” 
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DIUDENT TIED TO TRACK? 


KENYON COLLEGE CANDIDATE'S 
WRISTS ROPE MARKED. 


Coroner at Gambier, 0., Declares Evi- 
dence Shows Lad Who Was Killed 
by Train on Bridge Had No Chance 
to Get Away—Inquest to Be Held 


to Determine RHesponsibility of | 
the ‘“*‘Committee’’ Which Pat Him 
There, 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 30:—[ Special. ]—Evidence 
is accumulating to show that.StuartiL. Pier- 
son, the 17 year old freshman at Kenyon 
college, who was killed by a train on a*rail- 
road bridge Saturday night at Gambier while 
awaiting Initiation into the Delta Kappa Ep- 
silon fraternity, did not fall asleep, but was 
tied to the track’ bythe members of the fra- 
ternity. 

Coroner Scarsborough of Mount Vernon, 
Coroner Cameron of Cincinnati, and two 
members of the Cincinnati police force work- 
ing on the case declare the boy was tied on 
the track, and the committee of the fraternity 
which put him there and left him helpless 
may be arrested charged with his murder. 

That a former initiatory ceremony tncluded 
the tying of a blindfolded candidate on a 
spur track, from where he heard the approach 
of a train on the main line in terror until he 
fainted in fear, has been ascertained by Cor- 
oner Scarborough. 


Rope Marks on Wrist and Ankle. 


Coroner Searborough says that on Pierson’'s 
right wrist and left ankle are marks which 
undoubtedly were made by a rope. In the 
wrist the radius bone is pushed up in such «4 
manner as to make it seem that the pressure 
of the rope, augmented by the boy's struggles 
to free himself, had displaced the bone. There 
are no other injuries on either the right arm or 
the left leg to indicate the marks were made 
when ‘he was thrown by the engine. 

Coroner Scarborough did not return to 
Mount Vernon tonight, but still is gathering 
evidence about the body’s condition and has 
an inquest to determine 
whether the fraternity committee shall be 
held on a charge of causing Pierson's death. 

While the regular train runs over the bridge 
at Gambier at 0:40, there was a special train 
on Saturday night on another track, and the 
coroner says the evidence is that it was the 
special which killed Pierson, thus lending 
color to the supposition that he was tied to 
a track on which the students did not know 
atrain was to pass 

N. E. Pierson, the boy’s father, who was at 
Gambier on Saturday night initiating another 
student into the same fraternity, of which the 
elder Pierson was a member twenty-five 
years ago, scouts the idea his son was tied 
to the track, but the coroner says it will be 
made a subject for an inquest to determine 
Coroner Scarborough says he learned that 
early on Sunday morning a party of young 
men went to the scene of the accident and 
with brooms and buckets cleaned up all traces 
of the tragedy. 

Coroner Tells of Similar Case. 

Coroner Scarborough is well versed in stu- 
dent pranks. In speaking of the basket 
young Pierson had the coroner said: 

“TI do not know what was in the basket, 


but I do know that some students are 
made to buy rope, razor, cotton, chloro- 
form, and cigarets, and carry them _§ all 
in a basket to the place of meeting.

chloroform might be used to put some one to 
sleep. 

**I know of a case in which the candidate 
was blindfolded and tied to a spur track. 
He was left there alone and when a train 
came along he was frantic. He thought he 
was on the main track, and iooked for death 


surely to overtake him. To call for help was 


all he could do, for he was tightly bound 
and his eves closed with bandages: When 
found he had fainted and was lying help- 
less om the track.’ 


PRESIDENT MEETS ROUGH SEAS 


After Stormy Voyage Up Coast Roose- 
velt Begins Last Leg of Journey 
to Washington. 


Norfolk, Va., Oct.'31, 1 a. m.—After fighting 
a northeast gale up the coast fortwenty-four 
hours, the flerceness of the wind and the 
heavy seas causing a wide divergence from 
usual route, the cruiser West Virginia 
arrived off Smith's point at the mouth of 
the Potomac river last night. 

Here the president transferred to the 
United States dispatch boat Dolphin, and 
aboard that vessel left Wolftrap light on the 
last leg of his journey to Washington at 
12:40 o'clock this morning. 

The voyage of the squadron from South 
Carolina.to the capes was a rough one. The 
northeast gale pitched up a nasty sea, and 
off Hatteras the waves were running dan- 
gerously high, but, while no fears were en- 
tertained for vessels of the West Virginia’« 
class, it was evidently deemed wiser to give 
the treacherous shoals in that vicinity a 
wide sweep, and the cruisers went out to 
sea. This caused the delay of the pre@iden- 
tial squadron reaching the capes on schedule 
time.

Eighteen Boys Form Merry Party. 


It was a merry party of eighteen boys that 
went up into Wisconsin on: Saturday after- 
noon. They had been invited to spend Sun- 
day at the Wolff cottage.. There was to be 
boating, hunting, initiation rites, and feast- 
ing. Holmes, one of the older members of 
the fraternity, missed the early train because 
he wanted to give somé of his friends a ride 
in his automobile. He was an expert chauf- 
feur, and had driven with his grandfather 
during the summer around Newcastle and 
Portsmouth. Mr. Pond had planned to take 
his grandson to Europe for a few months’ 
trip before his entrance into Harvard. 

The afternoon. was. spent in a lively foot- 
ball game, and after supper the “‘ outdoor 
stunts "’ were given five ‘‘ neophytes.”’ 

The members at the party beside Holmes 
and George Wolff were: Harry Wolff .and 
Carl Wolff, relatives of George; Byron Ste- 
vens of La Grange; William Dandy, 179 Ash- 
land boulevard; Fred McNally, son of Fred-

Students Sing “‘Frat’’ Songs. 


They were divided in two cottages. In one 
cottage Was a piano anda huge fireplace, and 
here they gathered after the initiation supper, 
a little before midnight. They formed a 
“mystic circle,” grasping thumbs around the 
table and singing songs. 

Then they had a little *‘ roughhouse ” be- 
fore going to bed. 

The boys who retired to the second cottage 
found it cold and came back to steal the 
blankets from their comrades. A few other 
harmless pranks were indulged in, Holmes 
joining in all with great spirit. 

After 2 o’clock quiet settled down and there 
were left before the fireplace Holmes, George 
Wolff, Wil Dandy, and Byron Stevens—all 
good ‘“‘chums.’” Some one sat down at the 
piano and played a few popular ragtime airs. 

Holmes had become silent. He sat with 
his face resting in his hand, leaning forward 
in his chair and looking into the red embers 
of the dying fire. Stevens and Dandy lounged 
on a window seat. Wolff stood by the mantel- 
piece, his hand resting on the old revolver 
they had found there. “Jim ’’ Cooke had 
been looking It over a few minutes before and 
remarked as he put it down: 

‘‘T guess that won’t hurt any one. 
loaded.’”’ 

Revolver Suddenly Explodes. 

Raising the ‘“‘ automatic ”’ carelessly in his 
hand. Wolff remarked that it was a danger- 
ous weapon. but was broken. He was hold- 
ing it, according to the testimony of the eye 
witnesses, in the flat of his hands, when it 
exploded. Holmes got out of his chair say- 
ing, ‘I’m shot, fellows.” 

Then he walked into the other room and 
there sank to the floor. 

Wolff was the first one to reach the side of 
the wounded boy. They stretched him ona 
cot and Stevens rushed over to the other 
cottage to arouse the boys. He pounded on 
the door for a long time and received only 
jeers for his pains. The occupants of the 
other cottage thought it was a little more 
joking 

Finally they were aroused, and Harry 
Wolff, Louis Miner and James Cooke ran two 
miles to the village of Antioch and secured 
a doctor. He said the wound was serious, 
but did not give the boys the impression that 
it would prove fatal. 

Meanwhile the. boy who caused it all re- 
peated: 

‘ O, it was all my fault, my fault.”’ 

Holmes, who had not lost consciousness, 
smiled and said: 

‘You couldn’t helpit, George. 
now.” 

And so they sat all night, waiting for the 
morning. Once Wolff was missed. Cooke 
went after him and found him wandering 
around in the woods, crying. Then they 
brought him in and four boys sat with him 
during the night. 


Begin Journey in Wagon. 
daylight a bus was secured, and the 
wounded boy, on his cot, was taken to 
Antioch. It was a rough drive, and Holmes 
began to suffer more severely. The7 o'clock 
milk train came along, and this was taken 
to Lake Villa, where a faster Wisconsin 
Central train was caught. From Lake Villa 
Irving Stein telephoned to Mr. Holmes in 
Chicago. 

Mr. Holmes began to make arrangements 
for a special train, and one was made up, 
when he received word that faster time 
could be made on the regular train. The 
father had an ambulance ready in Chicago, 
and when the hospital was reached the se- 
riousness of the wound was fully realized. 
The bullet was found lodged in the muscles 
of the back. The operation was too late, 
and it is believed that the internal flow 
of blood, continuing throughout the night, 
was the cause of death. Until three minutes 
of dying the boy kept his senses. He died 
whispering: 

‘* Goodby, mother! Goodby, 
is God's will it’s mine.” 


Boy’s Grief Postpones Inquest. 

An inquest was started in Sheldon’s under- 
taking rooms at 237 West Madison street in 
the morning, but when it was discovered 
that Chris Wolff and his son had gone to 
( shanne! lake at 8:30 0’clock, it was postponed 
until 2 p. m. Thursday. 

Young Wolff spent a sleepless night, and 
in the morning insisted on returning io the 
scene of the shooting. He and his father did 
not leave the station platform in Antioch, 
however, a® a message was received concern- 
ing the inquest, and they hurried back. 

‘‘Of course we understand it was an acci- 
dent, purely,’’ sald Mr. Holmes. ‘It wasa 
piece of boyish carelessness, that is all.’’ 

Funeral service will be held from the resi- 
dence tomorrow afternoon, and burial will be 
in Graceland.

Wenter’s Record Discussed by

Former Mayor Carter H. Harrison has a 
sore throat. He has held an X-ray examina- 
tion made by his physician and the latter or- 
ders him not to take part in political speak- 
ing for the present. 

When a committee from the democratic 
candidates went to the former mayor yester- 
day to ask him to take the stump for the 
ticket this week, Mr. Harrison informed them 
that he was under his physician's orders not 
to do any public talking. 

Frank Wenter, W. A. Doyle and Edward 
Kelly, who are described by the democratic 
committee as representing ‘* all factions "’ on 
the tickets, conferred with the former mayor. 
They wanted him especially to speak at to- 
morrow night's democratic meeting at the 
North Side Turner hall in the Twenty-first 
ward. Mr. Harrison replied that his throat 
would not permit it. He departed for the 
west last night with Mrs. Harrison and their 
children. He will go as far as Denver, Mrs. 
Harrison and the children going on to Cali- 
fornia. Mr. Harrison will return to Chicago 
for the election and then will rejoin his 
family. 

In spite of his inability to do any speaking 
for the democratic tickets it was said that 
Mr. Harrison had supervised arrangements 
by which his friends would work for the 
ticket on election day. 

The democrats are handicapped by lack of 
funds to man the polls. It is announced that 
there is less than $4,000 in the campaign fund, 
that none of the candidates has paid all his 
assessment, and some have not paid any- 
thing. 


Discussing Wenter’s Record. 


Mr. Wenter and the Young Men's Good Gov- 
ernment club continued their interchange of 
comments on Mr. Wenter’s drainage board 
record. The club issued another bulletin dis- 
cussing still] further the democratic candi- 
date’s position with regard to the proposed 
lease of canal water power. 

The second bulletin declared that Mr. Wen- 
ter had not answered the charges made 
against him in the first, and reiterated 
the statement that he wasin favor of leasing 
the power at $2.50 a horse power for a fifty 
yearterm. Itadds the charge that he worked 
to prevent the legislation which makes it 
possible for the board to develop its own 
power. 

“Mr. Wenter states that he worked for leg- 
islation in 1908," says the bulletin, ‘‘ but on 
Feb. 27, 1901, we find that a majority of the 
board brought in a complete report on the 
water power question, reviewing it from Pres- 
ident Eckhart’s message in 1895 until that 
date. This report strongly urged immediate 
action at Springfield to secure legislation en- 
abling the sanitary district municipality to 
develop its own power. Trustees Webb and 
Wenter presented a minority report strongly 
opposing such action for several alleged rea- 
sons, but mainly that the development of the 
Chicago river should take precedence.”’ 

Reply of Mr. Wenter. 

In reply Mr. Wenter admits that in 1901 
he opposed the proposition to get an enabling 
act through the state legislature, but says 
that he did so because in his opinion the 
question of widening the river was the more 
important, and It was apparent that both 
could not be secured. He said: 

‘My position ts clearly stated in the 
minority report signed by Mr. Webb, and 
agreed to in substance by Mr. Carter. We 
took the position that while this commission 
was at work on the problem of widening the 
Chicago river no new question should be 
brought to the fronr to defeat the main 
scheme of securing the necessary funds 
to fnish the widening of the Chicago river. 
It was evident that were we to go to the 
legislature at that time, we could not get 
action upon more than one thing. 

“It was entirely in the power of the ma- 
jority to go to the legislature, but they did 
not £0. A few months thereafter 
the ideas of the minority prevailed 
The board went to the legislature and secured 
an amendment to the law empowering the 
district to increase the bond issue from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000 for the purpose of 
widening, deepening, and removing al! ob- 
structions in the Chicago river. 

“Two years thereafter a committee, con- 
sisting of Mr. Carter, Mr. Cloidt, and myself, 
went to the legislature with a bill which pro- 
vided for the annexation of the Calumet and 
Evanston territories and for the development 
of the water power. The bill was opposed by 
certain elements, but finally was passed with 
a siight amendment. The action of the 
minority was businessiike; it brought about 
the widening of the Chicago river and the 
subsequent development of. the water 
power.”

Massmeeting to Be Held Next Sun-

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Fifty-five men—the remnant of a striking 
army of 2,600 machinists—met in a hall at 
Madison and Jefferson streets last night and 
formally ended one of the longest and most 
bitterly fought labor wars in the history of 
industrial Chicago. 

In reality, the strike has been dead for a 
year. The shops have been filled with non- 
union men. The strikers—the great majority 
of them—secured work in other shops or 
moved away or took up other occupations. 
Only the persistence of the steadfast fifty- 
five kept the memory of the struggle alive. 

The scene attending the ending of the strike 
was vastly different from the demonstration 
accompanying its beginning on May 24, 1904. 
The men met in a small room over a saloon. 
The place scarcely was big enough to hold 
the fifty-five and the officers of the union. It 
was dimly lighted and generally gloomy.

Injunction Notice Is Served on Trus« 
tees at Special Meeting of Town 
Board—Writ Secured by William 


Dolese, Who Alleges Graft in Let- |

Not the Lowest Bidder—Case to Be

The $50,000 water works plant of the town 
of Cicero, now in course of construction, is 
indefinitely ‘‘ tied up.”’ At a special meeting 
of the town. board last night Deputy Marshal 
Cameron'‘served on the board an order of the 
court temporarily restraining it from mak- 
ing any payments to the firm of Cavanaugh 
& Darley, 25 Plymouth court, to whom a 
$15,000 contract for gasoline engines was 
awarded. 

The injunction suit was brought by William 
Dolese, who charges graft in the letting of 
the contract. The Cavanaugh & Darley bid 
Was $2,000 higher than the lowest hid, but 
the town trustees explain that the’ Cava- 
naugh & Darley engines are less expensive 
to.run than the kind specified by the lowest 
bidder. They deny that there is any graft 
or politics in the letting of the contract, and 
assert that Dolese has opposed the water 
works proposition ever since the town re- 
fused to buy a piece of his property for the 
pumping station dite. 

Mr. Cavanaugh, who was present at the 
meeting, said he would réfuse to put in the 
engines until the injunction. litigatidn is 
settied. The bodrd says it will hold him to 
the penalty of $25 a day specified in the con- 
tract. if the. engines are not in position by 
Nov. 15. The injunction -will be heard in the 
Circuit court on Nov. 20. .

The plant is estab-

connection with the rubbish incinerator re- 
cently conetructed by the street cleaning de- 
partment. The operation of the two plants, 
it is estimated, will bring about a saving 
of $12,000 a year to the street cleaning de- 
partment and a large saving in the expense 
of lighting the bridge. 

Previously it cost the city 30 cente a yard 
to remove from the pliers all its rubbish. 
Burning the rubbish reduces the bulk from 
100 large carts to six small carts, and the 
resultant ashes can be disposed of advan- 
tageously for filling in land.

ADMIRAL TRAIN IS MOBBED 


CHINESE KNOCK DOWN AMERICAN 
OFFICER IN MUD. 


Commander of Asiatic Fleet Has Nar- 
row Escape and Son Is Held as 
Hostage—Marines Landed as Res- 
cue Party Are Compelled to Fire 
Twiee on Besiegers—Incident Re-

SHANGHAI, Oct. 30.—Rear Admiral Train, 
commander in chief of the American Asiatic 
Squadron, and his son, Lieut. Train, have 
been victims of a savage attack by Chinese 
outside of Nanking. The American officers 
were pheasant shooting, when the admiral 
accidentally\shot a Chinese woman, slightly 
injuring her. 

Hundreds of villagers thereupon surrotmné 
ed the officers, took away their guns, knocked 
the admiral down in the mud, and held Lieut. 
Train asa hostage. Forty American marines 
landed as a rescue party were attacked by 
a mob of Chinamen, who tried to pitchfork 
the officers. The marines were obliged to 
fire twice. The Chinese officials refused to 
restore the. officers’ guns, and support the 
villagers. 

The outrage has been referred to the gov- 
ernor of Nanking. Americans are demanding 
the punishment of the leaders of the moband 
the restoration of the guns taken from the 
officers.

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‘South Side Suffers While City 
Engineer Investigates Cause 
of Break in Main. 


TUNNEL FREED OF BLAME. 


Bore Does Not Extend to Scene of 
Accident; ““Open” Verdict in 
Barry Brothers’ Deaths. 


While a large section of the south side yes- 
terday suffered from a shortage of water, 
city employés under the direction of Engl- 
neer Ericson strove to determine the cause 
of the break in the La ‘Salle street water 
main, which flooded the neighborhood of 
Clark and Bighteenth streets on Sunday. 

ter excavating the railroad elevation to 

epth of twenty feet the main was bared, 
showing a hole several square feet in extent 
in the top of the pipe. A triangular piece 
had been broken from the shoulder of one 
length of the iron conduit. The piece was 
missing, probably’ carried down the main by 
the force of the water and, until it is recov- 
ered, it will be difficult to establish the cause 
of the rupture. 

It is pretty well determined that the con- 
struction of the Illinois Tunnel company’s 
new shaft in Bighteenth street had nothing 
to do with starting the leak in the main. 
The tunnel, which is being pushed west in 
Eighteenth from Dearborn street, extends no 
farther than Clark street, fully 250 feet from 
the main at the point at which it broke. 
The main is a 36 inch artery in the city water 
system, running south from the Fourteenth 
street pumping station. 


Most Serious Break in Years. 


These big mains occasionally break, but 
this one is the most serious in many years. 
Before being laid the pipe was subjected to 
a severe test, a pressure of 300 pounds to 
the square inch, beside being sounded for 
flaws with heavy iron sledges. The pressure 
at the time of the break, was only 38 pounds, 
according to the enginegr at the Fourteenth 
street piant. 

The La Salle street main-con ‘stbetion a large 
part of thé.watep supply of the south side 
in the directidn-6f the stock yards. While 
the big main is out of service the supply is 
sent by a roundabout route, through several 
transverse conduits from mains to the east 
of Clark street. In spite of this there was 
a shortage throughout the stock yards quar- 
ter and Bridgeport during the day. It is 
thought the main can be repaired by tamor- 
row night. 


Tunnel Work Is Not Affected. 


Engineer Jackson said that not more than 
1,000 gallons of water leaked into the tunnel, 
and work was resumed in the morning with- 
out difficulty. The compressed air was turned 
on again and the excavation carried on as 
usual. The greatest damage the water did 
was to carry away the compressed air lock 
gates, thus letting the air off suddenly and 
allowing the gas to seep in from the surround- 
ing soil. In this gas the Barry brothers, 
Michael and Patrick, perished while attempt- 
ing to examine the extent of the leakage of 
water into the tunnel. 


Ericson Frees Tunnel of Blame. 

** So far as I can determine, the tunrel work 
had nothing to do with the main breaking,”’ 
sald City Engineer Ericson, ‘I cannot tell 
yet what the real cause was. Sometimes 
these mains break In strange ways. The pipe 
is all tested before laid. A few yearsagoa 
main burst out south on the prairie and the 
cause never was made clear.”’ 

For the purpose of estimating the damage 
to private property done by the flood, Com- 
missioner of Public Works Patterson will ap- 
point a commission of three citizens—an as- 
sistant corporation counsel, an insurance ad- 
juster, and a merchant. 


Jury Gives “Open” Verdict. 

** Death by sewer gas poisoning ’’ was the 
verdict given in the afternoon by the cor- 
oner’s jury which investigated the death of 
the Barry brothers. The jury censured nei- 
ther .the city nor the tunnel company, but 
left the verdict practically ‘* open. 

The inquest was held at the Deering street 
péelice station, after the jury had viewed the 
bodies the two men at their house, 3229 
South street. Several witnesses 
were examined. R. H. Randall, one of 
the engineers of the tunnel ec mpany, ex- 
plained that Michael Barry decided to enter 
the shaft to see how much damage the flood 
had done. When he failed to return. his 
brother, Patrick, started to seek him, fol- 
lowed by Randall. When they had reached 
the first air tight doors of the tunnel, they 
almost were overcome by gas. All of the 
men retreated, except Barry. 

A. J. Donovan, a submarine diver. 
that he found the bodies 110 feet north of the 
tunnel entrance. 

The witnesses testified that there was no 
odor to the gas, but that it was recs gnized 
by the taste. The jury found that sewer gas 
was the cause of death. The inflow of gas. 
the verdict stated, was due to the breaking 
of the water main.

SEVERAL ARTICLES TO BE ELIM- 
INATED FROM IMPORT RATES. 


Charges from Atiuntte Seaboard to the 
Mississippi River Will He Cue 
Down by Recent Action of Trunk 
Line Committee—Matter Is Comph- 
eated by Lack of Harmotious Ac. 
tion Between Officials of Roads~ 
New Service for Missouri Pacific. 


Inyport rates frori the Atlantic seaboard to 
the Mississippi river next year will practi- 
cally be the same as they aré now, with fhe 
exception that a number of commodities wil] 
be eliminated. At a récent meeting of the 


agreed that about 25 per cent of these would 
be taken out. 

Some months ago the commodities whith 
were eliminated were insterted by one of 
the trunk Hnes under the required ten days’ 
notice, ostensibly to meet gulf port competi- 
tion. The committee, after some discussion, 
decided that this was unnecessary, because 
developmetits tended to show that the com- 
petition in question was largely imaginary. 
The question of abolishing commissions was 
discussed, but no action was taken, and the 
committee adjourned, 
| The important situation {s in so uncertain 

a condition that some traction officials are at 
@ loss to comclude what the future will be. 
Failure to arrive at a harmonious and satis- 
factory adjustment with the gulf and west- 
ern lines seriously complicates matters, and 
/ there is suspicion that secret contracts have 
y been made for next year, not only by the IIli- 
nois Central and other western and gulf 
roads, but by those of the éast as well. 


New Service Includes Boston. 
Boston will be included in the through pas- 
senger service of the Pennsylvania system 
when the terminals and tunnels in New York 
are completed. A traffic official of the Penn- 
sylvania said that this will be one of the most 
important results of the building of the New 
York tunnels. The Pennsylvania then will 
have through car service from Chicago and 

St. Louis to both New York and Boston. 


Gould Lines Start New Service. 

General Passenger Agent H. C. Townsend 
of the Missouri Pacific has announced that 
the Gould lines on Dec. 15 will inaugurate 
a semi-weekly limited train service between 
St. Louls and the City of Mexico. This serv- 
ice igs to be inaugurated in response to a de- 
mand for a de luxe train during the winter 
months. The-trains willleave every Tuesday 
and Thursday morning at 11 o'clock over the 
Iron Mountain to Texarkana and thence over 
the Mexican National lines. The new serv- 
ice is scheduled at fifty-five hours between 
St. Louis and the City of Mexico. 


Freight Men to Confer.. 

On Nov. 2 and 3 all outside freight repre- 
sentatives of the New York Central! lines 
will meet in'St. Louis for a general business 
meeting. Capt. G, J. Grammer, as traffic 
manager of all the New York Central lines 
west of Buffalo, will meet about 200 of his 
agents and assistants, and will preside at 
the meeting. 


Wabash Chief Engineer Resigns. 

George T. Barnsley, who has been chief 
engineer of the Wabash Pittsburg terminal, 
the Wheeling and Lake BErie, and the West 
Side Belt rallroads since the retirement of 
J. W. Patterson, has tendered his resigna- 
tion. The announcement. has caused no 
small amount of surprise, as it was supposed 
that Barnsley had become one of the fixtures 
in the reorganization of the operating end 
of the Gould system in the Pittsburg district. 


Try System to Prevent Wrecks. 

The Great Western is putting In an elabo- 
rate staff system to prevent wrecks in the 
tunnel between Aiken and Winston, Ill. It 
is comparatively a new feature in rallroading. 
The tunnel is about 2,580 feet long, and the 
system will cover a five mile course. A 
tower man will be placed at each end witha 
home signal. The tower man at one end 
cannot get a staff from the staff machine 
until the operator at the other end pushes 
a button. The operation of this system will 
prevent the running of more than one train 
through the tunnel at one time.

The first commissioners of the forest pre- 
serve district will not at.once spend much 
money or devise extensive plans for “ drive- 
ways” and “ boulevards.”’ The time to 
amend the law will be fifteen months hence, 
before the new commissioners have begun 
to “ magnify their office.” They will not 
fight amendments then. If amendments 
be delayed too long the commissioners will 
gradually take too warm an interest in their 
work. They will wish to accomplish big 
results quickly. They will be impatient to 
see a great system of outer parks created 
while they are in office. It willseem to them 
that no public work is so essential] as theirs. 
With the best intentions in the world they 
will levy all the taxes and issue all the bonds 
they can. If an attempt be made to cut 
down their expenditures they will resent, 
resist, and defeat it. They will have so 
much patronage and so many political 
friends that no general assembly will curb 
them. 

Nevertheless the forest preserve district 
should be organized and the forests saved, 
Then the people, with the drainage district 
lesson impressed on their minds, should have 
the forest preserve law amended so that 
commissioners appointed by future govern- 
ors cannot under it extract tens of millions 
of dollars from the pockets of taxpayers in 


The $6,330,000 which Philadelphia has 
been robbed of in the filtration and boule- 
vard jobs is part of the price which Phila- 
delphians must pay for bad government. 
That kind of government is always costly. 
It means poor sanitation and inadequate 
police and fire protection. It means ‘de- 
fective paving and sidewalks and all the 
inconvenience and Josses to the community 
incident thereto. It means general waste, 
extravagance, carelessness, and incompe- 
tency. Philadelphia has had to bear all 
the expenses ordinarily incident to bad 
government; and it has hdd its treasury 
leoted besides. The story of the way the 
filtration and boulevard jobs were carried 
through shows that the men who engineered 
and profited by them are as bold and re- 
morseless operators as any in their line the 
country has known since Tweed’s day.

The attempt upon his life, if it can be de- 
scribed as such, was made, not by nihillsts, 
but by his own servants, who had stretcheda 
beam across the dark road of the park of his 
suburban palate of Strelna, with the object 
of wrecking the automobile in which he was 
returning from a visit to the famous ballerina, 
Krzesinska, who is at the present moment 
the object of his infatuation. 

As a general rule the grand duke, with the 
usual disregard of the younger scions of the 
reigning family for the laws of the land, 
drives his motor at absolutely breakneck 
speed, and there is but little doubt that If he 
had been coming along the road in question at 
his usual pace there would have been a ter- 
rible smash, with almost certainty of fatal 
injuries to the occupants of the machine.

CASE TAKEN TO COURT. 


Hughes Deprecates Suggestion 
That He Presecute Insur- 


anee Grafters. 


New York, Oct. 30.—[Special.]—As was ex- 
pected, the board of elections decided today 
to throw out the certificate offered by the re- 
publican county committee substituting the 
name of Jerome for that of Charles A. Flam- 
mer on the official ballot. The vote was a 
tie, two democratic members voting to reject 
the certificate and two republicans to receive. 
It takes three votes to get the name on the 
ballot. 

The matter immediately was taken to the 
courts by Republican County Chairman Hal- 
pin. Supreme Court Justice McCall signed 
an order commanding the board to appear to- 
morrow before Justice Stover and show cause 
why Jerome's name should not go on the bal- 
lot. It is expected the matter will be settled 
ina few days. 


Hughes Deprecates Suggestion. 

Charles E. Hughes does not fall in with 
Jerome’s plan to make him special counsel 
in the prosecution of the insurance grafters. 
Mr. Hughes issued a statement today in 
which he said he would vote for Jerome, and 
hoped to see him elected. 

“ But I want to make it clear that I have 
no idea of taking charge of any criminal 
prosecution growing out of the pending in- 
quiry. That is farthest: from my thoughts. 
I say that because I believe it would be a 
misfortune if the idea was to go abroad that 
I am conducting the investigation or doing 
my part in it with the object of making it 
preliminary to a criminal trial. M should 
be clearly understood it is not my function 
or purpose to prove the men either guilty 
or innocent of the crime. . 

“It is my purpose to elicit the facts un- 
sparingly but impartially, to be dealt with 
according to their merits.so far as possible; 
to uncover whatever abuses exist, to the end 
that the important business of life insurance 
may. be safeguarded. That is my sole duty 
and my sole aim. It is essential to the suc- 
cess of the investigation that this should not 
be obscured.”’ 


Jerome Strong Favorite. 

Betting on the curb showed Jerome to be 
a strong favorite for the district attorney- 
ship. Considerable money is offered on him 
at 10 to 8 but the number of wagers made 
is comparatively small because Osborne 
backers demanded 10 to 7%.

He asked with peculiar accent whether 


‘anybody ktiiew whether Murphy's candidate 


for president of the board of aldermen ** was 
a minister of the gospel ora bartender.”’ But 
the chief points he made were that plain 
goodness is what the people of an American 
community want in their public servants and 
plain freedom in choosing them. 

William R. Hearst did the east side tonight. 
In an open carriage, eventually heaped high 
with flowers, the gifts of admiring friends, 
he made a tour of the district. 


Hearst Arouses Enthusiasm. 

‘Where's Hearst? We want to see 
Hearst!" shouted the crowds. When, they 
caught sight of Hearst standing up in his 
carriage everybody yelled. At one meeting 
Hearst. said: 

‘* My friends, I do not believe these reforms 
can be made in thirty days, but we can begin 
them at one minute past 12 Jan, 1.”

London “Roasts” American Insurance 

Exposures in the conduct of American life 
insurance companies are being used by Brit- 
ish interests to the advantage of British life 
companies. In the Investors’ Review of Oct. 
14, printed in London, appears the following 
as a part of an extended editorial: 

‘““What should holders of American life 
policies do? This is becoming a question 
of urgency. Up to now we have steadily ad- 
vised the unfortunate victims of American 
misnamed ‘life insurance offices’ to hold 
to their policies and to continue paying the 
stipulated premiums thereon. The further, 
however, the revelations proceed before the 
committee of the New York senate, the more 
we doubt the wisdom of this advice. 

“Our reasons for giving it were simple 
enough. It would be playing into the hands 
of the rapacious financiers who have got 
complete control of the assets of these in- 
surance offices to cease paying premiums. 
Those who have only been policy holders for 
two or. three years would get nothing what- 
ever were they to cease paying their prem- 
jums now, and policies of old date would 
only be offered derisory surrender values if 
their holders decided to discontinue. It 
seemed better, therefore to stick to the poll- 
cles, in the hope that the public conscience

would be so aroused in the United States as ° 


to force upon the people now controlling these 
great prenrium gathering and swallowing in- 
stitutions the obligation to cultivate some 
measure of common honesty under penal- 
ties.”’ 

Then the policy holder is advised to co- 
operate with others and thus bring some 
influence on the companies looking toward 
the granting of paid up policies for at least 
the amount of the premiums collected. Then 
appears the following: 

** But do not give up your foreign life poll- 
cies on any pretext without first making a 
determined and united effort to secure some 
kind of quid pro quo, It will not be adequate 
—of that you may be sure, unhappy victims 
—for too much of your money has gone into 
wanton extravagance; but it will do some- 
thing, perhaps, your combined demonstra- 
tion, to stir the Washington politicians to 
do their duty, and a fully paid up policy, if 
obtained, will at least release you from 
the obligation to continue to feed the Yankee 
cormorants and pious financiers. With the 
money thus rescued from dishonest keeping 
you can take out a new policy in a good home 
office and eschew the fellowship of knaves 
ever after.”’

At the meeting of the special com- 
mittee on sites the committee room was 


feeling ran high, 

. Two petitions were handed to the com- 
mittee. One of the papers urged the board 
members to purchase the five lots south of 
the present Brentano school in North Fair- 
fieldavenue. This petition was signed by 101 
residents of the ward. Another, signed by 
forty citizens, advocated the purchase of five 
lots north of the school. 


Blame Put on Politicians. 

The protesting petition charged that “‘ the 
board was considering taking the north part 
of ok block when certain politicians secured 

the change to the south part of the block, 
consisting of property and residence owned 
by ex-Ald, Hallstrom, to the detriment and 
loss of people owning property in that 
vicinity.”’ 

The petitioners declared further that it 
would cost the school board $13,000 to pur- 
chase the property, whereas the 
property north of the school could be secured 
for $8,000, and that Halistrom had disposed 
of a plece of property at the north end of the 
block recen to the city for the erection 
of a fire engine house, 

“The property owners north of the school 
wrote .Ald. Raymer about the matter when 
it was found the site had been changed,”’ de- 
“and Ald. Raymer 
answered that nothing could be done, as the 
Maplewood Improvement club indorsed the 
action of the board, although the secretary of 
the club knew nothing of the matter.”’ 


Property Loss Is Feared. 
The petition charged, also, that the prop- 


erty owners affected by the erection of a 


school on the south end of the block “ had 
been kept in total ignorance in the matter.” 
In closing, the residents declared the erection 
of a school on the site south of the Brentano 
school would mean a serious,ljoss to property 
owners. 

“It would mean a great loss to poor people 
who invested all their means in homes and 
cannot afford a loss,” they asserted. ‘‘Ifa 
school is built on the south part of thé prop- 
erty it will be impossible for us to renew our 
loans on aceount of depreciation, and conse- 
quently we will lose our homes by fore- 


closure.”’

FALL IN STREET KILLS BOY;.. 
POLICE BEGIN INVESTIGATION 


Arthur Kirberg, Injured Mysteriously, 
Dies in Hospital, and One of His Com- 
panions Is Arrested. 


Arthur Kirberg, 18 years old, 8817 State 
street, died yesterday in the county tal 
as & result of falling on the sidewalk at Thir- 
ty-ninth and State street late Saturday night, 
and .ue police of the Stanton avenue station 
have begun an investigation into his death. 
Raymond Malone, one of four boye who was 
with Kirberg, was arrested, His other com- 
panions were George Higin, Eugene Smith, 
and Frank Weeks. 

The injured youth was taken to the hospital 
by his companions, who explained that Kir- 
berg fell upon the sidewalk and injured his 
head. It was found that the boy’s temple 
was injured seriously, and when the police 
learned of the affair in the afternoon Kir- 
berg had died without regaining conscious- 
ness. 

Isidore Cohn, a saloonkeeper at 3829 State 
street, declared that the youths had stolen a 
bottle of whigky from his saloon Sunday 
evening. Kirberg lived with his uncle, Will- 
lam Kirberg. 

“ Arthur never drank,” said Mr. Kirberg. 
“I believe that if he drank the whisky he lost 
control of himself. The boys tell me he fell 
six or seven times before he suffered the tn- 
jury.. lam positive the story told by the boys 
is the truth,”’ 


NEW TACK IN IROQUOIS CASE. 


Attorney Mayer Contends That City Or- 
dinance Fixes Damage for Which 
Theater Company Oan Be Sued. 


Contest of the amended bill filed in the dam- 
age suit of }' ss Edna 8S, Hunter against the 
Iroquois Theater company consumed the en- 
tire day before Judge Landis tn the federa) 
court. The amended bill wae filed after the 
Fulier Construction company had been dis- 
missed as a party to the suit. A demurrer 
was entered by Levy Mayer, counsel for Will 
J. Davis and the Iroquois company, and the 
attorney argued the case both morning and 
afternoon. 

The gist of his argument was that the duty 
of enforcing the law rests upon the city 
rather than the owners of the building. He 
held that, as all the counts named in the com- 
plaint against the theater company are based 
on a violation of the ordinance, the punish- 
ment for neglect is imited to the fine named 
in the city code. 

The arguments will be resumed this after- 
noon.
